establishing those grounds on which we have ever opposed the Mi- 
nistetial measure, as calculated to destroy the interests of the hume 
miner, and at the same time to inflict an injury on the country of a 
far more extensive character—by benefitting other nations, in deve- 
loping their mineral resources, at the expense of our own. 

Mr. Basser, in speaking of tin, says—"' It is admitted, I be. 
lieve, on most sides, that differential duties do not generally answer 
the object proposed ; as, however, my interest is more connected 
with the copper trade, I shall now only apply myself to the objec. 
tions urged against this item of the tariff.” Such, in a pamphlet 
on “ Cornish Mining "—-emanating from the late representative 
for the borough of Helstone, which is alone supported by the tin 
mines in that immediate district (amongst which are included Wheal 
Vor, Great Work, &c.), i# the only notice taken of “ one of the 
most ancient of our productions,” and the mining for which, it is 
to be remembered, led to the discovery and working of our cop- 

rmines. The importance of the copper trade is recognised by 
Mr. Basar, who nara “ that this branch of trade, as ‘ 
its extent and importance, may probably be considered as but in its 
infancy.” If thus the trade be spoken of, what remark shall we 
apply to mining at home and abroad! On subject of the latter, we 
feel called upon to notice some statistics, which, as they have been 
adopted by that gentleman, are in ther place here, a repe.
